Applicant respectfully submits that the cited art does not teach, suggest, motivate or otherwise 
obviate, "at least one smart filter for facilitating determination of a particular one of the 
discrete selectable items of data, the at least one smart filter comprising an enhanced 
suggestion engine for making at least one recommendation based on at least one parameter 
selected from a group consisting essentially of a content nature uniqueness, a viewer 
identification, and a keyword, each at least one smart filter being customizable for each at 
least one user, wherein the at least one smart filter simultaneously considers content across 
a plurality of media, whereby a coordinated joint display, comprising a plurality of 
integrated results, is provided the plurality of integrated results comprising an aggregate 
pool of candidate viewing choices being reducible on a basis of filter selection criteria from 
at least one element selected from a group consisting essentially of a plurality of different 
sources and a plurality of different formats[.]"
